Wild Housecats Peril — 


By HOKE SMITH MAY 


A State Wildlife Department official warned Tuesday 


that a record number of stray, semi-wild house cats ranging 
the State are destroving small game and presenting a serious 
potential threat to the health of Georgia citizens. 


T. H. Jones, co-ordinator of the 
Federal Aid Division of the Wild-' 
life Department, said that an esti- 
mated 150,000 to 165,000 stray fe- 
lines that have been dumped out 
to fend for themselves are living 
in Georgia at the present time. 
that the cats have. 
been on the increase for at least 
the past three years. Their sur- 
vival has been aided by extreme- 
ly mild Winters, Jones said. 

He also pointed out that stray 
cats may carry contagious or in- 
fectious diseases, which could be

GOES OVER COPIES OF RED DOCUMENTS 
Judge Michael A. Musmanno of Pittsburgh 


War Machine Laid 
To U.S. Communist 


PITTSBURGH, Oct. 3—(AP)—A Pittsburgh judge 
Tuesday produced a bulky sheaf of seized documents he said 
proves the Communist party in America is a war machine 
which seeks to overthrow the government. 

Judge Michael A. Musmanno said he sent 17 documents 
to the House un-American Activities Committee which es- 
tablishes the aims of the American Communists without 


question. 

Investigators for the House 
Committee in Washington called 
the papers “sensational in im- 
port.” The documents will 
given to committee members when 
they return to the capital next 
month. 

Musmanno, Democratic nomi- 
nee for Lieutenant Governor of 
Pennsyivania, released photo- 
static copies of letters, directives 
and pamphiets he said he took 
from the desk of Steve Nelson, 
Chairman of the Communist party 
of Western Pennsvivania, in an 
Aug. 31 raid on Neison’s office. 

Nelson and two aides now are 
free on $10,000 bonds on charges 
of sedition filed by Musmanno. 

One paper Musmanno found— 
entitled “Guide for Speakers”’— 
raid 

“In Korea the people have had 
the opportunity of witnessing the 
liberating role—not only in words 
but in deeds—of the Soviet troops 
and the Soviet occupation forces, 
as contrasted with the enslaving 
role of American troops and the 
American military authorities.” 

“Another piece of literature in 
Nelson's desk,’ Musmanno said, 
“was a directive from the Na- 
tional Communist Secretary to dis- 
trict organizers, of which Nelson is 
one. It carries this line: 

“If the American forces get a 
shellacking, while it would in- 
crease the desperation in Wall 
Street and Washington, it would 
encourage and make more diffi- 
eult for Wall Street: to unleash 
new adventures.” 

Musmanno has waged an Anti- 
Communist campaign from the 
Allegheny County (Pittsburgh) 
common pleas court bench. He 
was a judge at the German war 
crimes trials. 

“A significant thing about these 
documents” he said, “is that they 
identify the United States govern- 
ment with ‘Wall Street Imperial- 
ism’ which is usually the subject 
of seditious statements. The Com- 


ie | 


munists say “Wall Street imperial- 
ism’ when they mean the United 
States Government.” 

He called a pamphlet entitled, 
“Some Idealogical Questions on 
the Struggle for Peace,” 
document. 


TrumanSigned 


1,130 Bills 
And Vetoed 43 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3—-(#)— 
President Truman approved 1,130 
bills sent to him during the last 
congressional session. He vetoed 
43. 

This brought to 4.366 the num- 
ber of laws put on the books since 
Mr, Truman took office on April 
12, 1945, and raised the Tru- 
man veto record to 224—third 
highest of any president. 

The White House gave out the 
figures Tuesday with word that 
the President now has cleaned up 
all legislation from the last ses- 
sion. 

In addition to 1,130 bills he 
signed, Mr. Truman allowed two 
to bécome law without signature. 
Two more were enacted into law 
by Congress, which overrode the 
vetoes, One of the vetoes that 
was rejected, on the last day of 
the -session, was that of the anti- 
Communist bill. 

The White House said only 
Presidents Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and Grover Cleveland vetoed 
more bills than Mr. Truman. A 
total of eight Truman vetoes has 
been overridden by Congress. 

The number of bills approved 
during the past session was the 
largest for any one congressional! 


sitting since Mr. Truman became

‘On July 31, 1948, a man who gave his 
name to police as R. F. Russell, of a Lucile 
Avenue was arrested by Atlanta 
officers on a charge of disorderly conduct 
and molesting a minor child. 

The child was an eight-year-old girl. 

The man was 46 years old. 

The family had pressure put on it to 
drop the case, but, for the sake of other 
children, went through with the trial. The 
my Saget girl appeared as a witness 
and man, by then identified further 
as a groceryman, was found guilty and 
sentenced to 12 months. The presiding 
judge, appalled by the ghastly potentiali- 
ties of the case and by sex crimes in gen- 
eral, reportedly said to this 46-year-old 
man he etted he could not sentence 
him to a longer term. 

Almost two years have passed since 
that trial. 

The man has not served a day. 

Not only has he served no time at all, 
but we learned yesterday that a serious 
effort was being made to have this man 
paroled—even though he has paid no pen- 
alty at all. 

That, we. think, would be one of the 
most harmful acts which could be done.

Help for All 
Crippled Youngsters 


Generally overlooked was an action ‘by 
the last Congress which raised the annual 
appropriation for crippled children from 
$7,500,000 to $15,000,000. . 

Started in 1935, when the Social Secu- 
rity Act was first passed, with an annual 
appropriation of $2,850,000, the Federal 
services to crippled children program 
makes grants to States to provide diagnos- 
tic clinics, medical care, hospitalization 
and convalescent care. Services are given 
primarily to children needing orthopedic 
or plastic surgical treatment, but addi- 
tional services are given in many States 
for children with rheumatic fever, polio- 
myelitis, cerebral palsy, epilepsy and hear- 
ing defects. The definition of “crippling” 
of the Children’s Bureau is not limited to 
bones, joints and muscles, but includes all 
types of handicapping cenditions. 

That is important to every Staté. Aid 
to crippled children in Georgia needs ex- 
panding. There should be clinics in other 
sections of the State. There can be if we 
can solve the problem of the present 
wherein the Elks, who have done a fine 
and. greatly valuable work, are about to 
withdraw from association with the Na- 
tional Crippled Children League. That 
would be a fatal error and one which 
would deprive many crippled children of 
Georgia, especially those ill from cerebral 
palsy, from treatment and attention. We 
vield to none in our appreciation of the 
Elks’ hospital, but we do insist the goal is 


_ to serve as many children as possible and 
that cannot be done by restrictive decisions.

State’s Leaders 
Talking Taxes 


A major topic of conversation at the Execu- 

tive Mansion Tuesday night: the State property 

: tax paid off a little better during the past fiscal 

year—-but there is still a lot of State taxes uncollected. Gov. Tal- 

madge and others want to abolish the State property tax, while 

House Speaker Fred Hand and some others awant to retain it and 
enforce it better. 


The annual audit of the State Revenue Department shows that 
Georgia is getting more revenue from the property tax. At the 
same time, it shows that many Georgians still are not paying their 
taxes and that most of the 159 counties are still dragging in their 


collections. 
Five Mills The five-mill rate brought’ in $6,202,399.66 for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1950, as compared 
with $5,909,460.79 in the previous year. The total State tax charges 
were $1,190,483.28 higher for the 1950 fiscal year. On the other 
hand, the uncollected balance increased by $80,045.69. This left 
the State in a better financial condition by $110,337.59 insofar as 
property taxes are concerned. For the 1950 year, there were 
$6,338,578.38 total charges and $399,574.25 uncollected balance. 
Almost $400,000 in unpaid State property taxes for one year! In 
the 1949 fiscal year, total State charges were $5,148,095 and the 
uncollected balance was $319,528.56. 

Nine counties have perfect records for collecting State property 
taxes. They shine as an example in a State where 149 counties 
still owe some of last vear’s taxes and most of them still owe taxes 
dating back to 1941. . The report shows that all of the taxpayers 
in these nine counties have paid all their State taxes owed for 
all time through 1949. There were 10 perfect counties in the 
previous year, though. 


The following counties owe no back nor pres- 
In the Black ent taxes: Chattahoochee, which collected its 
total State tax charges of $882.60: Cherokee, which collected $28.,- 
383.57; Clarke, which collected $85,702.18; Clinch, which collected 
$9,776.81; Dawson, which collected $2,315: DeKalb, which collected 
$241,392.25: Houston, which collected $18,421.68; Laurens, which 
collected $41,970.61, and Pickens, which collected $9,069.40. Schley 
County left, an uncollected balance of only $29.33 from the total 
charges of $4,712.52. 

Most of these counties seem to be the honor counties each year, 
traveling on a basis of collecting all taxes due. Clarke and Clinch 
Counties were added to the honor roll this year. Gilmer, Upson 
and Walton slipped from the perfect record during the year. 

DeKalb County deserves the most praise for collecting all the 
taxes due the State, since it had the biggest digest of any of the 
perfect record counties—$241,392.25. Fulton County had total 
charges of $2.976,933.30 and left an uncollected balance of $89,479.64. 
Cobb County had a total charge of $80,833.98, and left $6,377 un: 
collected. 


; : The county collectors have reduced the 
Many Delinquent raid balance of 1948 of $319,528.56 to 
$169,149.14. However, Georgians still owe taxes as far back as 
194}. A total of $715,997.56 is still owed by Georgians on their 
property. 

County tax collectors have improved their work during the past 
two years. They have attended courses which their association 
sponsored at the University of Georgia. They are working with 
the State Revenue Department to improve their methods. The 
Georgia Association of County Commissioners, among others, feels 
that a better job of equalization of property values and of collecting 
can be done if the property tax is purely a loca] tax. Should the 
State step out of the property tax field, it would have to find 
$6,000,000 in revenue from some other source.

The Army's 
gloomy predictions proved true even when the 
enemy was @ Russian satellite and not the first 
team itself. We threw everything we had in the 
Far East into the Korean fight, beefed it up 
with whatever we could rake and scrape around 
the world, and then came within an inch of 
being driven off the Korean peninsula. 

Rut the big thing was, the Korean war created 
a job for everybody and everybody was needed 
to do the job. The call went out for ships— 
bombardment ships and carriers, and the fleet, 


what there was of it, went racing into action.’ 


The Air Force threw in everything it had avail- 
able. They saw their bombers used as attack 
aviation, and their high altitude jets used for 
strafing, which was'never the use they were 
intended for, of course. 

The Marine Corps which had strongly feared 
extinction, was particularly happy to ndéte that 
when the chips were down it was the Leather-. 
necks that had to be called on—even though 


they were used im the early days, in the kind 
of fighting for which they were not properly 
equipped—the long defensive fight that lasted 
weeks instead of the quick smash to take and 
hold a beachhead. 


And the Army, which had been saying all 
along that it had certain, nearly fatal limita- 
tiens imposed by the pre-Korean penny- 
pinching, was ruefully pleased te know that 
at last the mation understced what it had 
been talking about when it said there just 
weren't enough combat troops to fight a war. 


Now that everybody's squawks have been 
plainly justified an alr of optimism prevails. 
The President has said that by 1952 we will have 
an armed force of some three million men, which 
means a vast expansion of all three arms. Even 
now the planners are at work, figuring how to 
balance the bigger. heavier, more powerful team 
—how much we should put into airplanes, how 
much into ships, how much into combat troops- 
of-the-line. We learned much from the Korean 
fight. Particularly we learned how much we need 
mobile ground forces, packing great. fire-power 
and trained to razor edge. But the chances are 
that we won't go overboard in the direction of 
massive ground armies even now. Europe, not 
Asia, is still the danger spot and in Europe we 
can count on our friends providing the bulk of 
the foot soldiery. We still must furnish the 
striking power of a strategic air force, and the 
bulk of the naval forces. 

But the big thing is that each service was 
used to the utmost in Korea, each fought the war 
valiantly in its own way, and nobody feels like 
an orphan any more.
